December 1957 was ex- 
ceptionally dry and sunny 
and was the warmest since 
1948, The rainfall for the 
month wns only 30 per cent 
of the normal amount and 
was entirely confined to 
three days.

He was informed that tho 
hydro-electrle plant belng built 
at San Men would produce one 
million kilowatts, ““'This is only 
second to the Sovict Union,” Mr

Mr Alley added that en- 
gineeos were surveying the 
famous Yangtze gorges to dam 
the waterways and when = this 
was completed, the power dc 
rived from this hydro-electric 
source wowld be the biggest in 
the world.
